PITTSBURGH, Pa. April 14 
(AP).—The United States Steel 
Corporation today granted a 10- 
cent-an-hour wage increase and 
more liberal vacations to 240,000 
wage earners, averting a CIO work 
stoppage which had been scheduled 
for Tuesday midnight. 

Representatives of the corpora- 
tion and the CIO’s Steel Workers’ 
Organizing Committee, announcing 
a new contract replacing a historic 
document signed in 1937, estimated 
the increase would add about $54,- 
000,000 to “Big Steel's” annual pay- 


rolls. 

In addition, the new contract 
provided for changes in grievance 
machinery; for changes in the 
computation of seniority; a five- 
day consecutive work week; and a 
form of company-union commis- 
sion to establish equalized wage 
rates on new jobs, 


No Check-Off or Closed Shop.

The wage increase is retroactive 
to April 1, a stipulation demanded 
by the union in twice extending 
the old contract past the original 
April 1 expiration date.

Declared 
Greenland Agreement In- 
valid Because King Did 
Not Take Part. 


WASHINGTON, April 14° (AP). 
—The United States today refused 
to recognize the action of German- 
occupied Denmark in recalling its 
Minister in Washington and noti- 
fied the envoy he would continue 
to be considered as the duly au- 
thorized Danish Minister here. 

The State Department made pub- 
lic an exchange of notes in which 
this Government agreed with the 
Danish Minister, Henrik de Kauff- 
mann, that his Government in 
Copenhagen acted under German 
duress in recalling him because he 
signed an agreement last week 
granting defense bases in Danish 
Greenland to the United States. 

In his note to the Danish Minis- 
ter, Secretary of State Hull said: 

“My Government considers it to 
be a fact that the Government in 
Denmark in this respect is acting 
under duress, and,in consequence 
I have the honor to advise that it 
continues to recognize you. as the 
duly authorized Minister of Den- 
mark ih Washington. 

“Tt renews its hope for the 
speedy liberation of Denmark,” 

Note to Hull: 
' The Danish Minister informed 
Hull that he regarded the recall 
orders as issued under duress and 
that it was his duty to disregard 
them, 

He said he considered the orders 
invalid. “both from the point of 
view of Danish and of generally 
reeognited comomn law.” 

“I believe it to be my duty to- 
ward my King and my country,” 
the envoy said, “to carry on the 
work that was entrusted to me 
when I was appointed Danish Min- 
ister to Washington by a free Dan- 
ish Government and to let myself 
be guided by the same principles 
as hitherto. 

“This act of mine has full sup- 
port of all other officers of the 
Danish foreign service stationed in 
the United States.” 

Order From Co 

The order from Copenhagen re- 
calling the minister said the Gov- 
ernment there strongly disap- 
proved of hig action in signing the 
Greenland agreement “without au- 
thorization from here and contrary 


PO to the Constitution.” 


It designated Blech Ingberg, le- 
gation counselor, as charge d’af- 
faires, and ordered De Kauffmann 
to return to Copenhagen immedi- 


ately. 

The State Department, in an- 
nouncing this Government's posi- 
tion, recalled that Denmark had 
been occupied by’ German. troops 
a year ago and that “since that 
date an army of occupation under- 
stood to total 200,000 has remained 
in subjugation of that country.” 

It added, “No act of the — 
Government since that time has 
been taken or can be taken save 
with the consent of the occupying 
power.” —

Attacks in Center Repelled. 

The communique reported that 
in the center “persistent German 
attacks” failed because of heavy 
British. fire. 

Earlier official British reports 
said Germany’s “SS Adolf Hitler” 
motorized division had been routed 
with heavy losses in Greece. The 
Yugoslavs were believed to have 
captured the strategic Albanian 
port fo Durazzo, it was said. Du- 
razzo is 25 miles west of Tirana, 
the Albanian. capital. 

(The battle between the British 
and SS troops apparently was 
fought between Phlorina, Greece, 
and the Bitolj gap, in Southwest 
Yugoslavia, where, Nazi armored 
divisions stormed into Greece last 
Friday.) 

“There is good reason to believe 
that the Yugoslavs have captured 
Durazzo,” the Ministry of Informa- 


tion asserted. 
Yugoslav Counterattack. 

Other Yugoslav troops, rallying 
from the first violent impact of 
Hitler's blitzkrieg invaders, were 
reported to be counterattacking 
fiercely against. the Germans in 
mountain ranges 130 miles south- 
east of captured Belgrade. 

Military circles said the SS Hit- 
ler Division was composed of 
picked troops, fully motorized.

TOKYO, April 14 (AP).—The 
Japanese-Russian neutrality pact, 
signed yesterday in Moscow by 
Japanese Foreign Minister Yo- 
suke. Matsuoka and Soviet Premier 
and Foreign Commissar Vyaches- 
lav Molotov, “definitely is a blow 
to the activities and policies of the 
United States in the Pacific,” the 
newspaper Yomiuri declared today. 


The newspaper Asahi said the 
treaty would “certainly strengthen 
the three-power alliance” of Ber- 
lin, Rome and Tokyo.

Article 2. Should one of the 
contracting parties become the 
object of hostilities on the part 
of one or several third powers, 
the other contracting ’party will 
observe neutrality throughout the 
duration of the conflict. 


Division of Influency. 


A. separate declaration signed 
along with the neutrality pact 
pledged Russia to respect the “ter- 
ritorial integrity and inviolability” 
of Manchoukuo, Japanese-dominat- 
ed state, while Japan on its part 
was pledged to respect the Mongo- 
lian People’s Republic, which is 
under Moscow’s influence. This 
declaration would put an end to 
periodic border clashes. 


Premier Prince Fumimaro Ko-

Transports in Libyan Port 
Under ‘Dunkerque-Like’ 
Air Attack, Nazis Say—

BERLIN, April 14 (AP). — The 
German high command announced 
today that Axis forces pushing to- 
ward the Suez Canal had captured 
Sollum, Egypt, and DNB, official 
news agency, reported that British 
troops trapped at Tobruk were try- 
ing to escape by sea under a Dun- 
kerque-like aerial bombardment.

HE only truthful eyewitness account of the fall of Salonika, which 
would also be complete, could be written by Greek officers who 
were forced, by the Serbian retreat of arms, to abandon the second 


eity of the nation, and by the population which has now become merely 


@ pawn in Adolf Hitler’s plans. 


But since these voices cannot 
this correspondent offers 
herewith the single first-hand 
story, incomplete though it may 
be, of the passing of Salonika. 
The writer was the only foreign 
correspondent in Salonika during 
the two days preceding the German 
capture. The present story was 
composed after a three-day pas- 
gage aboard a tiny fishing boat, 
on which this writer had to sleep 
on deck and exist on a diet of 
chiefly black bread and army or- 
anges. The boat carried the last 
refugees by sea from the Macedo- 
nian capital. 


Orderly Evacuation. 


Salonika was abandoned accord- 
ing to an orderly plan whereby the 
city was recognized as a liability 
in a long campaign. Though this 
may seem a loser’s excuse for a 
setback, it is actually the truth. 
It could not be stated before Ger- 
many actually opened its blitzkrieg 
because the Greek-British hand 
could not be tipped off, and it was 
necessary to accomplish the evac- 
uation of all possible of the civilian 
population from Thrace and Mace- 
donia with minimum concession to 
the invaders, then regarded mere- 
ly as potential. 

Since Germany entered Bulgaria, 
a vast migration has been under 
way comparable in nature, though 
not on a scale, with the other 
movement from Turkey at the 


time of exchange of populations. | 


But the fingers of Premier Alex+ 
ander Korizis and of Commander- 
in-Chief Gen. Alexander Papagos 
were crossed and these leaders did 
not wish to provoke German ag- 
gression earlier because it would 
perhaps result in the cutting off of 
the single railroad line connecting 
the so-called new Greece with the 
old, 

Such a policy of recognizing that 
@ superior line of.defensé existed 
south of: Salonika and that the 
city itself was a military liability, 
like most metropolises today, could 
only be adopted in secrecy, with- 
out formal warning, despite the 
heartaches involved. 

Decision Made in Night. 

The fact that the decision was 
made cannot rub from the writer’s 
mind the growingly haunted look 
that appeared in the eyes of Salo- 
nikans walking the streets last 
Tuesday afternoon, searching the 
face of each well-dressed person 
or braided officer for the answer 
to the unspoken question: 

When are they coming, and from 
where? 

The definite military decision 
that the moment had come for 
_ withdrawal was taken early 
Tuesday morning, when the 
general staff's telegram announc- 
ing the change was filed at 
Salonika. But the man in the 
street knew something was hap- 
pening only at 4:10 o’clock of the 
game afternoon, when a huge, tall 
black pillar of smoke rolled in from 
the broad, beautiful bay directly 
ever the city. 

Only a few minutes before all 
had been heartened by the sight of 
four German prisoners marching 
under guard toward the railroad 
station, bound for Athens. They 
were freely stared at, but the ofily 
man who ventured to jeer aloud 
from the rear of the crowd was 
speedily silenced by police, 

Their quick, businesslike march 
through the downtown section tem- 
porarily restored the hope that ru- 
mors that the Germans were near- 
ing the city, after having broken 
the Serbian lines, were false and, 
their faces momentarily cheered, 
the people broke a silence based on 
expectation of the unknown. 

When it was found that the 
enormous black cloud was from 
one of the camouflaged oil tanks, 
banked on the western end of the 
waterfront, which had been fired, 
the portent was unmistakable. Per- 
haps it was due to stubborn, stoical 
Greek courage that no panic oc- 
eurred, 

False Report. 

As the blazing sun set over the 
lowlands west of the city, word 
gpread that the German air raid on 
strategic railroad bridges, at the 
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same time the afternoon before, 
had been successful and the rail- 
road had been cut. The report was 
actually unfounded, Greek and 
British anti-aircraft having actual- 
ly given the stukas (dive bombers) 
a warm reception over their stra- 
tegic marshlands. 

Nevertheless, it was bravely re- 
ceived. Actually, the army had 
foreseen a final rush evacuation to 
the extent of building two new 
pontoon bridges the same. after- 
noon, Monday, of the air raid. 

At 6 o’clock the last train had 
departed from a boxlike little sta- 
tion in Salonika, carrying what it 
could of the huge packages of 
army stores which had been piled 
on the platform. Since few be- 
lieved that bridges still existed, 
there were only a few persons at 
the station and there was virtually 
no demonstration, but if the sound 
of hearts breaking could be héard,

Greeks Save Equipment. 


In the meantime, the heaviest 
Greek motorized equipment went 
pouring through the main boule- 
vards. The army was saving every- 


thing that could be saved. Depart- | 


ing soldiers tried to cheer the 
crowds by shaking their fists to- 
ward the north, but the pedestrians 
merely stood and watched, a few 
sadly raising their hands. 

At intervals of 15 minutes, giant 
oil meservoirs blew skyward. Soon 
the work of demolition squads. 
determined that the Germans 
should not find even the little ad- 
vantage of fuel tanks, spread to a 
second yard and another terrific 
column of smoke and flame mount- 
ed skyward. 

By 6 o’clock it would have been 
natural to expect some such mass 
rush on the few vessels at the 
waterfront, as occurred at Smyrna 
and on the occasion after the 
World War of.the burning of Sa- 
lonika, but none occurred. 

There were pathetic scenes at, the 
dock where civil administration 
employes were bidding good-bye to 
their relatives and the small dock, 
behind a villa east of the city, 
where British citizens were being 
carried by tender down the bay 
to a waiting vessel. 


Americans Left Behind 


So great was the rush among Cy- 
priotes, Smyrniotes and Jews car- 
rying the authentic blue passport 
that the small camouflaged yacht 
was unable even to accommodate 
two Americans desiring passage. 
In the end, the tender simply failed 
to return after taking off British 
diplomatic pouches which had come 
from Athens with the writer the 
day before, leaving a small knot of 
pathetic people on the quay for 
care by the imaginary financial] re- 
sources of the American consulate. 

In the meantime the two columng 
of oily smoke had joined at a great 
height over the city. 

While soldiers, Federal constab- 
ulary and civil employes, including 
those of the telephone, telegraph 
and railroad services, crowded 
aboard two big freighters in the 
bay, the overflow was obliged to 
take caiques, coastwise sailing ves- 
sels, averaging about 40 feet long, 
with Diesel power, After the 6 
o’clock train left, the oil tanks con- 
tinued to blow ‘up briskly in a man- 
ner probably extremely satisfying 
to the demolition squads, but a new 
and deeper note suddenly came, 
about 7 o’clock, from the western 
marshes: bridges going heaven- 
ward, 

Most of -he small army of aged 
taxis probably got through—at 
least those which left before 3 
o’clock. The first Nazi motorized 
equipment was coming down the 
road from Doiran, Ghevegheli and 
Torex, straight for the ruptured 
end of the communications and, if 
reports which returned to Salonika 
in the evening were true, raking 
with fire cars attempting to turn 
northwestward to their way 
around the Greek front. 

Area Strewn With Goods. 

Refugees dropped their papier 
mache suitcases, tied with string, 
their clothing wrapped in bed lin-

Interview With Germans. 

An interview with the German 
prisoners, earlier in the afternoon, 
indicated that the Greeks, al- 
though baembed *into the ground 
by flight on flight of stukas, held 
their own in the Rhodopes, wher- 
ever mountain cover made eva- 
sion from aircraft possible. The 
four Germans included a corporal 
and three privates, all husky, 
bronzed, and unmarked by scars 
of battle. The corporal did the 
talking, near the railroad air shel- 
ter, while his country’s planes 
buzzed somewhere in the distance. 

“We're three artillerymen, one 
infantry, as you cah tell by our 
spurs. Karl, here, has honors from 
the Maginot Line, and Hermann, 
the Iron Cross with a decoration.” 

The Greeks did not deprive the 
prisoners of these decorations and 
had even transported them part of 
the way to the station aboard an 
ordinary street car, in characteris- 
tically offhand Hellenic fashion. 


Nazis Tell of Surrender. 


“We were sent ahead with a 
lieutenant to find a position for a 
new artillery emplacement. It was 
extremely hot. We left behind our 
overcoats. Around nightfall, how- 
ever, the lieutenant was wounded 
in the chest by a Greek sharp- 
shooter, so badly that we feared 
that.if carried he would die. 

“We tried to fortify our position 
but ‘Greek scouts gradually crept 
forward, and partially encircled us. 
Although it was below snow level, 
it was several hundred feet high 
and now extremely cold. Towards 
midnight the lMeutenant died and 
we. tried to creep back through a 
single opening. But Greek fire was 
accurate and our ammunition was 
#oon spent. We had brought no 
food, not expecting to encounter 
resistance, and thus were unable to 
hide. We therefore held a consul- 
tation and decided to turn our- 
selves over to our Greek comrades.” 
Treated With Kindness. 

Asked in German, with none 
nearby who understood the lan- 
guage, whether they had been well- 
a and fed, the corporal freely 
said: 

“We've eaten well and we were 
treated with the greatest correct- 
ness by the Greek officers, espe- 
cially behind the front. If this were 
Germany, perhaps the people would’ 
stare at us less, but we would un- 
derstand, even if they abused us, 
because some have lost their homes 
and men through our work. But 
we've done our duty as soldiers 
and that’s finished now.” 

When this was translated for 
the benefit of a Greek guard, the 
latter addressed the Germans and 
told them that they would continue

After darkness had fallen, but 
with the still city still blindingly 
alight with waterfront fires, two 
deep successive booms were heard, 
indicating. that the powder maga- 
zines of the chief fortresses guard- 
ing Salonika had been blown up. 
Soon afterward, fire leaped upward 
from a flour factory which, if left 
standing, would have furnished 
nutriment to the oncoming German | 
divisions which reports now num- 
ber at five. Previously, according 
to a later statement of the Greek 
authorities, army foodstuffs had 
been distributed to the population 
in order that it would not fall into 
the hands of the military,

From 8 o’clock, communication 
with Athens, except the last mili- 
tary radios, had ceased.

After saying good-by to Ameri- 
can Consul John D. Johnson and 
Vice-Consul Edmund Gullion, the 
writer went aboard a small sail- 
boat, supposedly destined for Chios. 
Before leaving, he had a final con- 
versation with Charles House, head 
of the American farm school which 
has trained hundreds of Greek boys 
to farm the American way: Asked 
when he was leaving with his wife, 
Ann, House, an agriculturalist who 
is also head of civil relief and the 
American Red Cross area, replied: 

“I guess we'll stay. We've lots 
of people on our hands, Besides, 
there ought to be a neutral author- 
ity to accompany, the Mayor when 
he goes out to meet the Germans.” 

The engine of the sailboat carry- 
ing Mrs. Brock and the writer to 
the south stalled in the harbor, 
and it was nearly 1 o'clock and 
the moonlit bay was compietely de- 
serted, when the motor finally 
caught. Occasiona] shots were au- 
dible and as the city fell com- 
pletely silent, illuminated by bril- 
liant flames, the distant reverbera- 
tion of artillery began to be heard, 
volley after volley.

The Greek retreat by sea from 
Macedonia and Thrace was one of 
the most extraordinary strategic 
feats of the war. 

Most of the Greek army holding 
the northern frontier against the 
Germans was able to withdraw 
from around Salonika Bay, blow- 
ing up bridges ag they went and 
preparing a defense line which 
now awaits the Germans some- 
where between the sea and Al- 
bania., . : 

In order to save the heavy equip- 
ment, material and the invaluable 
technical heads of the general 
staff of the eastern campaign; 
plus artillery, and to accomplish 
thoroughly the work of. sabotage, 
somewhere, relatively small Greek 
forces had to hold the breach dur- 
ing the withdrawal. When the 
surrender of Salonika was immi- 
nent, these men, having done their 
job as a stopgap, were given the 
choice between yielding to the Ger- 
mans and making their way to the 
sea, where a motley assortment of 
vessels of all sizes and shapes 
awaited them. 

They could either become pris- 
oners or could back slowly toward 
the small ports of the Macedonian 
shore, hoping «that places could be 
found for them aboard little fish- 
ing craft. Some refused both alter- 
natives and went on fighting.

Three Shoot Down Keeper in Hospital, Es- 
cape and Fight Officers on Street — Surviv- 
ing Pair Cross Hudson, Are Seized in Woods. 


OSSINING, N. Y., April 14 (AP). 
~-Two convicts who shot their way 
out of Sing Sing prison infirmary 
in a break which cost four lives 
were captured a few hours later 
today in the woods across the 
Hudson River. 

They and another convict, armed 
with pistols, broke out of prison 
after killing a guard, a convict pa- 
tient dying of shock at the shoot- 
ing. Then they fought with police 
on the main street of Ossining, 
and the third convict and a police- 
man were shot to death.

has not been determined. 
Delivery of the new equipment 
is expected about the end of this 
year, shortly after arrival of 60 
other busses, costing $750,000, which 
were ordered last February. 

The tofal of 340 new busses will 
bring the number of busses in op- 
eration to 865, after elimination cf 
the 100 double-deckers, most of 
which have been in service since 
1926 or 1927. The average age of 
the 525 busses which will continue 
in service is four or five years, it 
was said. 

The company plans to use the 
new equipment in “base” or all-day 
service, with the older busses re- 
served chiefly for rush-hour duty. 
Street car lines to be abandoned 
will be chiefly short and relatively 
unimportant lines, a company 
spokesman said. 


Design and color of the new 
busses will be similar to those 
placed in operation last year. Each 
will hold 40 passengers. All will 
be of the conventional gasoline- 
powered type. Of the busses pre- 
viously delivered or ordered, all but 
20 were hydraulic or Diesel-hy- 
draulic powered. Company officials 
said the national defense program 
had made it difficult to obtain ve- 
hicles of these types.

Pope Urges Humaneness in War, 
Calls for Early and Just Peace 


Says Conflict Is ‘Ruthless Struggle’ Which at 
Times Can Only Be Called 
; ‘Atrocious.’ 


VATICAN CITY, April 14 (AP). 

OPE FPIUS XII besought the 

belligerent nations in an Easter 

Sunday message yesterday to 
refrain front using “still more hom- 
icidal instruments of warfare,” and 
burged all Catholics to redouble 
their prayers for an early, univer- 
sal and just peace. 

He likewise urged upon “the 
Powers occupying territories dur- 
ing the war” that they deal “justly, 
humanely and providently”:, with 
the peoples under their domina- 
tion 


“Prudent and helpful humanita- 
rianism is the commendation and 
boast of wise generals,” he ob- 
served. “And the treatment of 
prisoners and civilians in oceupied 
areas is the surest indication and 
proof of the civilization of individ- 
uals and nations. 

“But, above all, remember that 
upon the manner in which you deal 
with those whom the fortunes of 
war put in your hands may depend 
the blassing or curse of God upon 
your own fatherland.” 


Speaks 20 Minutes, 


The Pope spoke for 20 minutes 
from his private library after can- 
celing his customary Easter Sun- 
day appearance on St. Peter’s log- 
gia for delivery of the Easter bless- 
ing. The benediction, like the mes- 
sage, was broadcast over the Vati- 
can City radio, Afterward priests 
read translations of the message 
in French, English, Spanish, Por- 
tuguese, German, Polish, Dutch 
and Hungarian. , 

He characterized the war as a 
“ruthless struggle” which at times 
“can be described oniy as  atro- 
cious,” as he urged all belligerents 
to “show some feeling of charity 
for the sufferings of civilian pop- 
ulations, for defenseless women 
and children, for the sick and aged, 
all of whom are often exposed to 
greater and more widespread per- 
ils of war than those faced by sol- 
diers at the fronts.” 

The introduction of more deadly 
weapons, he said, “inevitably re- 
sults in their retaliatory use, often 
with greater violence by the en- 
emy.” 

‘Limits Exceeded.’ 

“If already we must lament the 
fact that the limits of legitimate 
warfare have been repeatedly ex- 
ceeded, would not the more wide- 
sprad us of increasingly barbar- 
ous offensive weapons soon trans- 
form war into unspeakable hor- 
ror?” he asked, 

His: call for prayers for peace 
said it should be a peace not based 
“ypon the oppression and destruc- 
tion of peoples but peace which, 
while guaranteeing the honor of all 
nations, will satisfy their . vital 
needs and insure the legitimate 
rights of all.” : 

Then he spoke of his own efforts 
to “forestall or shorten the con- 
flict, to humanize the methods of 
war ,to alleviate suffering and to 
bring assistance and comfort to the 
victims of war.”

“But we are saddened to note,” 
he continued, “that there seems to 
be as yet little likelihood of an

Thereupon he urged that prayers 
be offered with “ever increasing 
meaning and fervor that a new 
spirit may take root and develop 
in all peoples” and especially among 
those in power. 

This spirit, he said, would be

and rebuild the world so that a 
high sense of moral sincerity would 
‘ev- 
ery double standard of morality® 
and justice for the great and the 
small or for the strong and the 
weak.” 

He sought to comfort the home- 
less, the refugees and the prisoners 
and reminded them that “prosper- 
ity and adversity are part and par- 
cel of man’s earthly existence.” 

“We share with you your anguish 
and suffering,” the Pope said. “If 
it is not allowed us—as we would 
honestly desire—to take upon our- 
selves the burden of your sorrows, 
may our paternal and cordial sym- 
pathy serve as the balm which will 
temper the bitterness of your mis- 
fortune with today’s greeting of the 
alleluia, the hymn of Christ’s tri- 
umph over earthly martyrdom, the 
blossom of the olive tree of Geth- 
semane flourishing in the precious 
hope of™resurrection and of . the 
new and eternal life in which there 
will be neither sorrows nor strug- 
gles.”

INSIDE STORY OF ITALY 


(Tenth Article of Series)

First, the blockade. : The last of- 
ficial trade figures available for 
Italy covered the year 1938, which 
is a normal period. The impres- 
sive thing about.Italian imports is 
that they came from the British 
and French empires or from neu- 
trals beyond the Suez, Gibraltar 
and the Dardanelles. The statis- 
tics are eloquent for that year. 

Of 1,571,000 quintals of raw cot- 
ton imported by Italy, 1,537,000 
quintals came from beyond the 
Suez, Gibraltar, the Dardanelles or 
regions under British control. Of 
326,000 quintals of raw wool 305,000 
lay under British control. Of iron 
ore importations totaling 4,006,000 
quintals, 2,829,000 quintals came 
from regions now under the block- 
ade or crippled by German occupa- 
tion while the similar figure on 
scrap steel was 5,162,000 of a total 
Of 6,040,000 quintals imported. Of 
a total of 14,742,000 quintals of 
crude oil imported, 2,363,000 quin- 
tals came from the British and 
French empires and 11,324,000 quin- 
tals from regions now intercepted 
by British naval strength. 


Reserves Not Stored. 


In the first year of the war and 
before her own entry, Italy stocked 
very little of these vital imports. 
The British kept a keen eye for 
that and Italy was short of gold. 
Consequently, it is easy to under- 
stand why so many Italian fac- 
tories are idle today. 

The Germans want textiles, but 
the splendid factories around Milan 
are working at half capacity, I 
found in visits there, because there 
ig very little cotton. Wool is al- 
realy entirely exhausted, I under- 
stand. This, in a textile industry 
so well organized technically that 
it was.able with governmental sub- 
|sidies to. drive companies like du 
Pont opt of the Mexican rayon 
market. 

The aircraft factories, as I have 
already written, are only making 
parts and assembling planes. The 
great steel works at Terni are 
cutting down to half capacity, I 
understand, while there were un- 
confirmed reports as I left Rome 
that the vast Fiat works which 
keep Turin alive were virtually 
shutting down.

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THE RUSSIAN-JAPANESE TREATY. 

Russia has again filled one of her astounding “in- 
side straights” in the diplomatic poker game. This 
time it is a five-year neutrality pact, signed by 
Molotov and the Japanese Foreign Minister, Mat- 
suoka. All the considerations which caused these 
two Powers, so long at sword’s points in the Far 
Bast, to drop saber into scabbard, can only be 
known in their respective chancelleries. So it may 
be premature to say that this new treaty is as im- 
portant as the one between Moscow and Berlin, 
which gave Hitler’s war machine the all-clear sig- 
nal. Yet it is distinctly of the same. pattern and, 
more than ever, leaves Russia the. one free agent 
among the Powers. ; 

If “neutrality” may be read as “non-aggression”— 
and the word would seem to imply even more—then, 
obviously, this agreement frees Russia from the 
threat of a two-front war in case Hitler should move 
against the Soviets. — 

By the same token, it relieves Japan of the danger 
of a hostile move by Russia in case Tokio should 
take the long-discussed step into the South Pacific. 
And, of course, it will enable the Japanese to take 
a somewhat more firm note with Washington—al- 
though it would not seem to affect the fundamentals 
of Japanese-American relations, since Moscow has 
given no indication of supporting Tokio against the 
United States. 

The treaty offers material for almost endless spec- 
ulation. Is it directed against the British, coming 
as it does when their military fortunes are most crit- 
ical, and after the failure of Sir Stafford Cripps to 
rewin the Russian friendship sacrificed by White- 
hall’s ineptness on the eve of the war? Or is it, 
since it strengthens Stalin’s hand against Hitler, the 
first crack in the Berlin-Rome-Tokio alliance? 

The treaty is, of course, the bacon that Matsuoka 
is bringing home from his tour of the European 
capitals. Apparently, it has transformed his mis- 
sion from a failure into a triumph. And, especially 
since Russia agrees to respect the territorial integ- 
rity of Manchoukuo, it is bacon for which the Chi- 
nese can have no taste, They would seem to be the 
pact’s first real victims. It may not only imply an 
end to the help they have been receiving from Mos- 
cow, but also a great easing of the strain of the 
Chinese war on the Japanese. And that strain had 
become severe indeed. 

Thus, the agreement seems to have very real ad- 
vantages for both signatories—and there are, no 
doubt, secret clauses which remove all doubts on this 
score. But its chief significance, nonetheless, seems 
to lie in the fact that it is another assertion of Rus- 
sian independence. Coming after Moscow’s recent 
pact with Yugoslavia, it serves notice on the world 
that the Soviet Union is no Power’s ally. 

Whether Stalin and Molotov. are pursuing the 
Marxist policy of sitting back while the other Pow- 
ers reduce each other to impotence, or whether they 
are following a strictly nationalistic policy of safe- 
guarding Russia’s borders and Russia's interests is, 
of course, a question that can be answered only in 
the Kremlin. 

But this much should be clear to all the world: 
The Russians, and the Japanese, too, are relative 
newcomers to the poker game of European world 
diplomacy. Yet they have demonstrated—and the 
Russians especially—that they are among its shrewd- 
est players. Nobody has been able to draw so skill- 
fully and so successfully to an “inside straight” as 
Molotov. Of course, all the advantages gained might 
disappear if the Russians were forced to get away 
from the table and onto the battlefield, but Molo- 
tov is still “sitting in” and his stack of chips is still 
growing. 

The moral for Washington mm all this would seem 
to be that the game of power politics in Europe is 
played with realism—a realism that is lacking in our 
own foreign policy. 
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ICKES ON HITLER “STOOGES.” 

Secretary Ickes, speaking in Chicago last night, 
labeled as “Nazi fellow-travelers” and “Hitler 
stooges” virtually all the well-known persons who 
oppose this country’s active entry into the European 
war. It was an example of the smear technique at 
its worst. 

There are, to be sure, Nazi reasons for hoping this 
country will stay out of the war. But there are also 
predominant American reasons for making the plea 
—the country’s relative unpreparedness to take 
effective action, the huge cost in lives and national 
resources, the necessary setback to our democratic 
institutions and social progress. Yet, according to 
the Ickes thesis, anyone who thinks of the conse- 
quences to America is a pro-Nazi and desires a Hit- 
ler victory. He says this despite the fact that some 
of the men he assails were on record eight years 
ago and longer in their vigorous opposition to Nazi- 
ism, and were warning the world that Hitler’s rise 
to power meant war, but encountered only com- 
placency and disbelief. 

If Ickes’ réasoning is carried to its logical con- 
clusion, then everyone is a “Nazi fellow-traveler” 
who dees not demand America’s immediate participa- 
tion in the war. It is a brazen stand to take, in 
the face of the polls’ showing that 83 per cent of the 
people are on the side of the leaders who want to 
keep the country out of war. 
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' BRITISH REVERSES IN NORTHERN AFRICA. 

In a swift-moving campaign of 59 days, the Brit- 
ish pushed back the Italian threat to Egypt, and 
swept over the greater part of Libya. But now, 
since several Nazi mechanized divisions have gone 
into action to bolster the staggering Italians, the 
British have been pushed back the whole distance in 
only 19 days, and have just been forced out of Sollum, 
inside the Egyptian frontier. Tobruk remains in 
British hands, but there is danger that its garrison 
will be cut off. 

The victories in Northern Africa, a highly suc- 
cessful blitzkrieg in the desert, brought widespread 
jubilation among the British people two months ago. 
If the reverses are not now causing a corresponding 
amount of concern, it is only because their attention 
is chiefly on the Balkan front. Nevertheless, the 
Nazis’ rapid advances have an ominous significance 
both for the African campaign and for the outcome 
of the whole war.

Here is another curious situation in which the 
United States finds itself as a result of its status of 
being neither in the war nor out of it. The admin- 
istration has tried to cover the Danish agreement 
with the color of legality, as it has tried to give the 
destroyer-naval base deal and the ship seizures the 
color of legality. Nor is the administration’s action 
opening the Gulf of Aden to our shipping free of 
criticism on legalistic grounds. 

Perhaps it would be better if we were less hypo- 
critical about these things. Why not admit, in the 


case of Greenland, that we are simply taking a step, . if 


in defiance of international law, to protect our own 


defenses? Greenland lies almost wholly within the 4 


Western Hemisphere and it is our job, in this time 
of world chaos, to protect our country and the hemi- | 
sphere, as well, from any possible aggression. 

In that light, we are acting in accordance with 
Nature’s first law—the law of self-preservation, Of 
course, if we are going to use Greenland as a base 
for offensive operations of our own, if all these other 
measures are being used to put us into the war rather 
than to protect us from war, a new light is put upon 
them. In view of the deepening gravity of the whole 
world situation, a good slogan for the United States 
would be the familiar one designed to avert trage- 
dies at grade crossings: “Stop, look and listen.”

It wasn’t so long ago that the 
bearded abolitionist was the patron saint of all Jay- 
hawkers, outranking even Carry Nation, William 
Allen White and Alf Landon. True, John Brown's 
methods were rather rough, but Kansans always ar- 
gued fiercely that he was a martyr to the cause of 
freedom. Have they gone Confederate now, or mere- 
ly pacifist? 

Well, Missourians have some debatable characters 
in their Capitol murals, too; such figures as the 
James boys, Frankie and Johnnie, the slave-flog- 
gers, kootch dancers and Boss Tom Pendergast. 
Some legislators objected to their presence, but 
the State has got along all right. John Brown, after 
all, left a bigger mark in the history books than 
any of those Missourians. His defiant figure ought 
to look fine in any painter’s vista of sunflowers, roll- 
ing prairies and wheat fields. 
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City taxpayers are cheering over the Board of 
Equalization’s decision, but city officials are worry- 
ing. Proving again that there’s neyer a rose without 
its thorn. 
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SOLDIERS’ AUTOMOBILES. 

Soldiers may move on wheels these days, instead 
of on foot, but the army provides the wheels. It 
does not allow its conscript infantrymen the luxury 
of private automobiles. 

Yet, to their embarrassment, many of the men 
do have cars. According to Maj. William 8S. Zink, 
Judge Advocate at Fort Dix, one of his biggest jobs 
is to help men who have purchased automobiles 
through finance companies. Often their monthly 
indebtedness is higher than their $21%pay. As a rule, 
thre companies are co-operative in reducing payments 
or repossessing cars. 

Perhaps this is “one of those things.” A car has 
been sold, and, uhless it is paid for, a hardship is 
worked, On the other hand, an even greater hard- 
ship has already been worked on the man who was 
called from his job to an army tent. Should he 
not be relieved, at least for the term of his service 
and a reasonable period beyond that in which he 
may re-establish his earning power, of commitments 
undertaken when his financial outlook was far dit⸗ 
ferent? .

The Mirror 
of

From an Address by President Isaiah Bowman of Johns Hopkins University 
at Dedication of Illinois Natural Resources Building, Urbana. 


T is clear from the events of the past 20 
| years that the time has come when Amer- 

ica must take a good look at itself in the 
mirror of experience. Filled with people, 
some of the land that we have used or de- 
stroyed or wastefully exploited has begun to 
dehumanize some of its occupants. 

We cannot just grow and pay no atten- 
tion to the social strains of growth, as if 
increase of size were itself a virtue. 

We have reached the point where civiliza- 
tion is a disease, not merely for conquered 
savages that we “protect,” but for those 
among us who live on wasted inheritances 
of soil, minerals, blood. When civilization 
piles up evil features, it is time to refer to 
“the general good.” It igs time to work 
harder within ourselves under our own dis- 
cipline, as Palfrey phrased it, 

It is time to look at the morality of 
things-as-they-are. Woodrow Wilson saw 
that time coming: “Presently there will 
come a time when America ... will be 
obliged to pull herself together, adopt a 
new regimen of life, husband her resources, 
concentrate her strength, trust her best, not 
her average members.” 

I emphasize the careful location of con- 
servation in the American scheme of things 
because of the great number of techniques 
that are applicable to conservation and 
among which it is easy to get lost, ignoring 
compass and route. Conservation of our 
natural resources now includes all re- 
sources; it takes in the land beneath a 
man, the weather above him and the man 
himself.

A social system devised for the general 
good; “for our better ordering and preserva- 
tion,” must be built upon a moral convic- 
tion sustained by self-discipline in individu- 
als and in the nation. 

Conservation is an educational job in 
large part. But I would warn you that the 
educational task is partly an emotional task 
as well as a task in reason and persuasion. 
Someone must be on fire about it. Feeling 
is a part of the job of the men who occupy 
this building. Creation is the product of 
passion. 

There is a saying in England that the 
ships and therefore the victory of Nelson 
were made possible by the tree-planting of 
John Evelyn in the seventeenth century. 
England’s timber was thinning at an alarm- 
ing rate when a man in a passion about it 
made himself England’s primate in forestry. 
But for his work more than a hundred 
years before Nelson, there could have been 
no Nelson. This may be pushing the argu- 
ment too far, but it is not pushing the 
mora] too far. 


The day will surely come when similar 
instances will be cited in America, when 
niches of fame, well-earned on behalf of the 
general good, will be filled with the names 
of those who have fed migratory birds, 
dramatized thinning soil horizons in terms 
of human want and decline, taken steps to 
save from spoliation the diminishing stock 
of whales, and created wilderness shrines 
of wildlife, but more importantly for man, 
as an example and a warning and as a 
lesson in social conscience. 

I spend a part of each summer near 
Wolfeboro, N, H., and during the past sum- 
mer I reread the town history. On one 
page, the sole record of a citizen is confined 


Let us take highways as a useful example 
of the conservation of energy and human 
life, almost as important today as forests 
and power installations. When we first 
began to drive motor cars, the morals of 
the road were amazingly low.

HE presidency of Woodrow Wilson now 

seems very far away and long ago. Yet 
there were many points of similarity—and 
of contrast—to our own times that are well 
worth considering. As David Loth recalls 
them, without laboring the point, numerous 
episodes of the Wilson era are as pertinent 
as today’s Washington dispatches. 

When the European war began, Wilsons 
resolved that America would not be drawa 
in. Participation, he felt, would be disa® 
trous. “Every reform we have won will be 
lost if we go into this war,” he told Josephus 
Daniels. Even after events and emotions 
had undermined that resolve, he could stil 
foresee the consequences,

The wife of the former Governor 
of Pennsylvania said that the 
Washington Committee for, Aid to 
China, under whose auspices the 
concert was to have been held, had 
proposed to the Negro Congress 
that in return for advances of 
money and selling of tickets that 
it retain 50 per cent of the pro- 
ceeds. 

“It appears,” Mrs. Pinchot said 
in a Statement, “that the Commit- 
tee for Aid to China intended this. 
agreement to be kept from the 
public.” 

Another reason for withdrawing, 
Mrs. Pinchot said, was that Con- 
stitution Hall, where the concert 
was to have been given, would not

The funeral of John Ravarino, 
vice-president of Ravarino & Fre- 
schi, Inc., macaroni manufactur- 
ers, will be Wednesday at 10 a. m.

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TAVERN MAN SHO] 
BY CONSTABLES 
AND IN ROW DIES 


Deputy Ira C. Dorsey, 
Who Wounded Berthyl 
J. Stewart in Beer Bill 
Dispute, Rearrested. 


Berthyl J. Stewart, owner of a 
tavern at 1908 South Jefferson 
avenue, died early today at City 
Hospital of two bullet wounds of 
the abdomen inflicted Saturday 
afternoon by Deputy Constable Ira 
C. Dorsey, a Negro, during an 
altercation over a $64 Justice of 
the Peace Court judgment for an 
unpaid beer bill of the Columbia 
Brewing Co., 2000 Madison street. 

Dorsey, who was released on 
bond following the shooting and 
was rearrested today, told police 
that Stewart struck him in the 
face and threatened him with a 
revolver after refusing to pay a 
judgment obtained Feb. 25 by the 
brewery which had sold him beer. 

The shooting occurred at Stew- 
art's establishment where Dorsey 
and another Negro Deputy Con- 
stable, Leroy Aston, served notice 
that a watchman would be posted 
to take charge of the receipts un- 
less the judgment was paid. 

Aston, in his account of the shoot- 
ing, said Stewart read the writ 
and put it in his pocket over 
Dorsey’s protest that the paper 
was part of the court file. Stewart 
ordered them out and obtained a 
revolver from a drawer behind the 
bar after striking Dorsey in the 
face with his fist, Aston said. 

Dorsey said Stewart snapped the 
trigger of his revolver and disre- 
garded an order to drop the wea- 
pon. Aston attempted to seize the

DRAINED FROM ITALY 


TO SERVE GERMANY 
Continued From Page One. 


The oil and spaghetti are now ra- 
tioned under strict German control 
and the individual is allowed per 
month what he used to consume in 
a week. The staple dish of the 
poor was a meatless soup made of 
olive oil and scraps. The poor to- 
day are trying to make this soup 
without oil. That means slow 
starvation for them. 

Nothing is sadder than the long 
lines of poor housewives waiting 
for their rations of olive oil, More 
often than not the available sup- 
ply is exhausted by the time a 
woman who has stood in line for 
two hours finally reaches the store 
counter. And generally by the time 
the housewife has got her half- 
pint bottle of rancid olive oil, 
which now serves for a week’s ra- 
tion, other lines waiting for 
spaghetti or charcoal have ex- 
hausted those supplies. Without 
charcoal the poor can neither 
warm themselves, cook a hot meal 
nor boil water. 

There is no sound reason for the 
shortage of olive oil exeept that 
the Germans need fats for human 
consumption, for explosives and for 
the . lubrication of bomb-sights, 


rangefinders and the like, 

The fact that the Italian poorer 
classes cannot live without olive 
oil and have no substitute for it 
means nothing to the Germans. 
Italy did import olive oil—419,000 
quintals in 1938—but of this total 
all but 86,000 quintals was re-ex- 
ported after refinement. These im- 
portations were over and above the 
needs of the Italian public. 

In a mere matter of months, con- 
sequently, the Germans have left 
the Italians feeling as if locusts 
had “swept across the peninsula. 
Berlin itself has realized that if 
Italy is still to be treated as an 
ally, instead of an occupied and 
enemy land, there must be some 
letup. 

Dr. Clodius said recently in 
Rome, “It has become politically 
necessary to take less from Italy. 
Unless we want sabotage and 
shooting in the streets we must 
even do something to improve 
Italy’s situation.” He proposed to 
send Italy certain foodstuffs from 
Hungary and Rumania. 

That will mean more bread and 
meat but the lowest third of the 
Italian public can afford to eat 
neither. Germany means to con- 
tinue the drain of olive oil and 
tomatoes. If this continues sheer 
starvation for thousands in Italy 
is inescapable.

HERE is a favorite trick of 
T sick people which is to point to 

a spot where it hurts and ask— 
“What is under there?” As if 
whatever is under there must nec- 
essarily be the sole and only cause 
of the trouble. Experienced physi- 
cians have too often seen someone 
operated on for appendicitis when 
in truth the trouble was pneumo- 
nia away up, in the chest. 

But even the most intelligent pa- 
tients give up the idea only under 
duress. In fact we have a paint- 
ing made by Albrecht Durer, who 
must be considered intelligent, 
which he sent to his doctor show- 
ing himself pointing to the exact 
spot where he had the pain. 

Weakness, which is next to pain 


_ the commonest symptom of the 


human race, is usually localized 
by the patient in the nervous sys- 
tem. But this is a very ineom- 
plete concept of so complex a 
symptom. 

There is a growing tendency 
among medical scientists to re 
gard the body as a unit, as a whole 
rather than a collection of parts. 
We used to think of heart disease 
as a disease of the heart, and kid- 
néy disease as a disease of the 
kidney, and goitre as a disease of 
the thyroid gland. But more and 
more we have come to see that in 
— diseases the whole body is 
sick, and it must be regarded and 
treated as a whole. Thus the re- 
action of the body which typifies 
this ‘best is that general bodily 
feeling of weakness.

It. is, for instance, a typical 
symptom of heart disease, It orig- 
inates in this case in the muscles 
because they do not get enough 
blood—because the circulation is 
deficient. We learn then that heart 
disease is of no consequence so 
long as it is local (such as a valvu- 
lar defect only), that it only be 
comes of moment when the heart 
muscle is diseased and all the 
blood vessels are also affected.

The combination of exer- 
cise and limited menus is the only 
safe means of slimming. ee" 
~ You must plan a reducing pro- 
gram and stick to it. Figure out 
how many pounds you t Tose to 
look slim and attractive. Don't 
flinch if the number is pretty high; 
simply determine to stick to your 
reducing program until the pounds 
are dropped, but that may take 
from si to eight weeks or longer. 
Many women fail to reduce be- 
cause they do not follow their pro- 
gram long enough-—they give up 
because the effort is too great. 


Eat less of concentrated, rich 
foods which are those of many cal- 
ories. Especially avoid cake, candy, 
jelly, mayonnaise, pastry, fried 
foods, ice cream, whipped cream, 
ripe olives and olive oil. 

Avoid over-eating and taking 
food between meals, chew carrots 
or celery if you become hungry. 
Thorough chewing of food and slow 
eating help you prevent eating too 
much at any one meal. But do 
not skip meals—you become so 
hungry if you do that you stuff 
yourself the next meal. 

Use salt sparingyl. Drink all the 
water you want between meals, but 
only one-half glass with a méal.
